N. B. Students are not permitted to take an irregular course in the Freshman or the Sophomore year. They are required to pursue one of the three courses prescribed above, viz.: 
the regular Scientific Course, including all the branches required for the degree of Bachelor of Science, or the Agricultural Course, or the Mechanical Course, each of the latter includ¬ 
ing, in addition to Agriculture and Horticulture or Mechanics, all the studies of the Scientific Course, Latin and German excepted. Applicants wishing to take a special course in one 
or two branches, will be admitted if they are prepared to do the required work. 

All the studies of the Senior year, Geology and the Constitution of the United States excepted, are elective. Candidates for the degree of Bachelor of Science are required to pursue 
daily, during the Senior year, three branches selected from the general course, or to devote one-half of their time to studies in the general course, and the other half to a course in 
one of the Special Schools. This enables a thorough student to complete the course in any one of the Special Schools in one year after graduating from the College of General Science.
